Homefolks Realty Inc., the state’s largest apartment- 
finder company, has been charged with deceptive 
business practices the state attorney 
Consumer Protection Division. Attorney General 
Francis Bellotti last week got preliminary injunction 
that bars Homefolks from continuing the allegedly 
fraudulent practices. The company, with offices 
Cambridge, Quincy, and Boston’s Kenmore Square, 
charges $75 fee and purports help people find 
apartments given location and price range. The 
injunction, the second since Bellotti filed suit against the 
firm last October, requires Homefolks comply with 
regulations that took effect June. Those rules for the 
first time provide guidelines for the previously 
unregulated industry. 

The and the state Board Real Estate began 
investigating Homefolks and other apartment-finders 
after receiving hundreds complaints from consumers 
who said been led expect more help their 
search than they ended getting. According Jerry 
DeCristofaro, real-estate-board investigator, 
fraudulent business practices employed companies 
like Homefolks include the making newspaper ads 
that describe attractive nonexistent apartments. It’s 
variant the old bait-and-switch con: enticed ad, 
the consumer ponies the fee, only discover that the 
unit that caught his eye unavailable. more, the 
listings these companies sell their 
customers are often simply lifted from the classified 
pages local papers. 

Bellotti alleges that Homefolks misrepresents the 
availability apartments, promises personalized service 
that does not provide, and publishes false and 
deceptive advertisements. also contends that 
Homefolks owners Anthony Femmino and Ellen Riley 
deliberately violated the new regulations. Shortly after 
the regulations took effect, Femmino and Riley 
threatened sue the state; they maintained that the new 
rules were unconstitutional and discriminatory. Their 


the Massachusetts House Robert Quinn, argued 
interview that bait-and-switch techniques are 
legitimate part selling the service, and obligation 
exists until customer signs 

“There are lot creeps this business,” said co- 
owner Femmino, who has managed Homefolks for two 
and half years, “but picking the good 
guys.” 

While the preliminary injunction takes effect, Bellotti 
will continue seek final judgment requiring 
Homefolks comply fully with state law and provide 
refunds wronged customers.

Feeling that bond trust has 
developed between them, Lawrence 
the next scene gives the guide the gun 
that was his payment once Feisal 
was reached; the guide reciprocates 
sharing his meal with Lawrence.

The network subsequently made 16- 
print this “TV edition” available 
for theater distribution. One misses the 
full effect the sweeping Panavision, 
but the full story there. Misinformed 
theater owners most often present the 
full-screen vesion, thinking preferable, 
without understanding that the “TV 
print” the only available full-length 
version. Film-goers should make their 
preferences for the 200-minute version 
known.

But note how Yastrzemski 
depersonalized the question. How feels 
takes pains conceal, behind 
monosyllabic stoicism and careful 
platitudes. know them heart. 
March it’s “Yaz picks Sox win 
even this year, when surely knew 
better than anyone that this was 
ludricrous hope. Each time reaches 
yet another numerical landfall, Yaz says, 
never thought much about records. 
attitude prepare yourself for 
today’s game, for what you can 
help the club win, and the rest will take 
care (September 17, 1983). 
Whatever inner drives propelled him 
through those thousands games are 
masked quite deliberate choice. 

Which just well, for him and for 
us. Ted Williams was always larger than 
the team played for, national hero 
who deigned grace Boston with his 
presence. contrast, Yastrzemski and 
the Red Sox have always been piece. 
has not always been the best player 
the team, but has always been its 
central figure, reflecting for good ill 
the dominant characteristics the four 
generations Red Sox squads has 
inhabited. learn more 
Yastrzemski, the fan need only look into 
his own heart. That peculiar symbiosis is, 
the end, why Yastrzemski will end his 
career venerated, even adored. The 
crowd, the deepest sense, one 
with its hero. And any Red Sox fan 
will tell you, the core the crowd’s 
shared experience pain and sorrow. 

stoicism serves him well. 
Perhaps it’s the essential element his 
endurance. For the course those 
thousands and thousands games, 
everything that can happen man 
baseball has happened Yastrzemski. 
has tasted adulation, abuse, 
frustration, resignation all the 
emotions seek from games, and 
unbearable level intensity. That can 
breed stoicism the most emotional 
person. When Yastrzemski allows 
how takes his career game time, 
it’s cliché. But it’s also true glimpse 
the man’s mind we'll ever get. 

inexorable percentages 
grind exceeding fine, and 
career uncanny reflection the 
ratios that effect each and every game. 
Damon Runyan said that “all life six 
five against,” and that goes double for 
baseball. years are blend 
triumph and futility, with the moments 
futility meaningful (and far more 
numerous, because those are the 
percentages) than the moments 
triumph. ignore the failures while 
dwelling the successes (which, one 
fears, going happen the 
next week so) rob 
career its essential meaning, 
denigrate the sheer damned persistence 
all.

Yastrzemski ending the way 
began: .270 hitter, the only lefthanded 
bat note dismal Red Sox team, 
and more important the only 
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card 
baseball club. course, 1961 the role 
cast for him was little more arduous 
than that retiring legend. was 
replacement. 

wasn’t. sure fielded better than 
Williams ever did, better than any 
leftfielder around, fact. won his 
first batting title 1963, hitting .321. But 
his first six seasons, never hit more 
than homers, never drove more 
than runs. And the Red Sox never 
finished higher than sixth. They were 
disorganized, dispirited, disorderly team, 
and presence had 
measurable effect them. was during 
those first six years that the little world 
baseball began spread the word that 
Yastrzemski was dog, caring greatly 
about his own statistics and nothing 
about the team. 

This reputation had, according 
reports the time (your reporter was 
busy junior high school; number 
you readers were still too young read), 
some basis fact. Yaz was occasionally 
guilty indifferent, careless play. 
were great many his mates, one 
reckons. That happens ball teams 
mired the second division for years 
end. But it’s funny thing. The best 
player bad ball team will always get 
the flak, get the reputation for 
selfishness, get the boos. presumed 
that he’s holding back his talent. The 
simple fact that any men have 
much greater specific gravity than any 
one. Usually, the bad team drags the star 
down toward its level. 1966, the Red 
Sox were 72-90. Yastrzemski hit .278, 
with homers and RBIs 
journeyman numbers. even 
the best most popular player the 
team; Tony Conigliaro was. 

But not much attention ever will 
given 1966 season. 
Because the fabulous explosion 1967 
obscures all that came before it. One 
wonders how many New England 
schoolkids think 1967 was rookie 
year. 

way, those kids are right. Carl 
Yastrzemski had already played six 
seasons, but 1967 was the year 
became, the song lyric went, “the man 
they call Yaz,” the pre-eminent New 
England sports figure, with the 
idolization and vituperation that with 
that position. 1967, Carl Yastrzemski 
was suddenly great player. For the last 
two months the 1967 season, was 
maybe the greatest baseball player who 
ever lived. 

The 1967 Red Sox fielded almost 
exactly the same personnel the 1966 
team (Reggie Smith replaced Don 
Demeter center, and Mike Andrews 
broke second). The 1983 Sox, 
exclude Yaz from both rosters, look like 
the 1936 Yankees comparison with the 
Impossible Dream bunch. But the 1967 
Sox were 92-70, shift games, 
mindboggling improvement. They won 
the first Red Sox pennant years. 
Maybe even more important, they 
brought hope and great expectations 
back franchise that been 


for more than decade. 


Nothing more dismal than following 
team that stank last year, and certain 
stink next year. Red Sox fans got taste 
that old bitterness this season. 
fun? 

Dick Williams was the first Red Sox 
manager since Joe McCarthy who 
actually did manage the team every 
sense, and Jim Lonborg pitched the 
season his life. But Yastrzemski was 
the one who gave life moribund 
team. won the Triple Crown, 
course, leading the league batting 
average, home runs, and RBIs (he was 
the last man accomplish that feat, 
the way), and the stats .326, 44, 121 
are impressive themselves. Still, they 
cannot tell the story how Yastrzemski 
dominated the most furious pennant race 
history. Every time heroics were 
needed, seemed, circumstances threw 
the breach. And every time 
delivered. reversed the percentages 
which know the game. The last- 
gasp homer, the great catch, the 
crucial throw, became commonplace, 
almost expected. And the farther down 
the stretch things went, the more 
Yastrzemski produced. the end 


September, seemed superhuman. The 


only American Leaguer who evér had 
better last month was Joe Hardy Damn 
Yankees. 

And came down the last two 
games the season, and the Sox, will 
remembered, needed win them 


both win the pennant. Their 
opponents, the Twins, needed only one 
victory. those two games Yaz went 
seven for eight, drove four 
runs, and threw out Bob Allison 
second base the final game 
unbelievable play, kill the last Twins 
rally and preserve the win. 

one were frivolous and fanciful, 
something Yastrzemski most 
emphatically not, one could imagine 
that down spring training before that 
season Yaz was indeed visited Mr. 
Applegate, who gave him the magic 
necessary perform unlimited great 
deeds, come through every time the 
clutch but only for one season. And 
the price would that for the rest his 
playing days, Yaz would continue 
thrust into the crucial situations far more 
than other ballplayers, only find that 
the magic was gone. Left with his human 
abilities, would once again fall prey 
the relentless ratios more often than not 
even the greatest, players must. 

The magic lasted till the seventh game 
the World Series. Yastrzemski hit .400 
the series, with three homers. But the 
Cardinals had Bob Gibson, who was 
immune magic (or maybe even the 
devil was afraid fuck with Gibson 
his prime). The Red Sox lost the seventh 
game, 7-2. Yastrzemski was the last 
batter, the Sox’ last forlorn hope. 
went down. one much noticed; the 
game was already lost, beyond the 
retrieval any one hitter. Besides, the 
miracle was already accomplished, far 
most fans were concerned. The 
Impossible Dream had been the pennant, 
not the Series. Besides, Yaz was only 28, 
just coming into his prime. This was 
good young team win its share 
titles down the line. 

didn’t. Except for one year (1972), 


that team never even came close again. 
Those were contentious, unhappy years 
for Red Sox baseball. Carl Yastrzemski 
was the center contention. After 1967, 
could hardly have avoided it. Having 
made the impossible common 
happening, made mere human 
competence, even excellence, seem 
unsatisfactory. also underwent seven 
years staggering offensive 
inconsistency. All the old raps came 
back, and then some. And before, they 
were odd mixture truth, 
exaggeration, and falsehood. 

The truth was that 1967, Yaz did 
make himself bigger than the Red Sox. 
was sudden national celebrity, 
role that made him decidedly 
uncomfortable. (Even today, 
Yastrzemski has national commercial 
endorsements.) But was also the most 


important and influential Red Sox player. 


Tom Yawkey viewed Yastrzemski 
something more than employee, 
something close family. denied 
him nothing. Were Yaz possessed 
temperament like St. Francis 
that paternal benevolence would have 
disrupted ballclub. 

(Amazingly enough, though Yawkey 
has been dead for seven years, the 
attitude persists. Senior Red Sox officials, 
moments candor, admit that there 
are two sets rules, one for Yaz, one for 
everybody else. should decide come 
March that doesn’t want retire after 
all, and should show the 
batting cage Winter Haven, they 
stop him.) 

The fans moved very quickly from 
hero worship hostility. 1968, they 
became enchanted with Ken Harrelson, 
whose outgoing glibness could not have 
been more different from 
taciturnity. And 1969, when Dick 


Williams was fired, the consensus was 
that spoiled Yastrzemski had used his 
relationship with Yawkey get rid 
manager had the audacity yell 
him. 

Maybe did. so, you may sure 
wasn’t representing minority one. 
All the world acknowledges that Dick 
Williams outstanding manager. The 
number players who also feel that he’s 
mean, sarcastic SOB equal the 
number who ever played for him. But 
managers who get their players mad 
them are almost always wildly popular 
with the fans. And once they made 
their mind that Yaz was blame for the 
firing, the fans began blame him for 
every Red Sox failing. 

Yastrzemski wasn’t exactly failing, but 
his magic had vanished. 
batting championship 1968, but with 
the lowest figure memory: .301. The 
next year, hit homers, but his 
average dropped off .255. 1970, 
enjoyed his second-best year ever, 
hitting .329 with homers and 102 RBIs. 
But wasn’t enough, because the Sox 
contenders. And so, after every 
Yastrzemski out, the boos arose. And 
1971 and when had truly 
wretched years the plate, they arose 
frequently that was clear Yastrzemski 
had metamorphosed from the most 
beloved the most hated Sox players. 
All his habits became subject ridicule: 
his diligent taking first pitches and 
close pitches, his incessant adjustments 
stance and swing, his oversanguine 
baserunning. Even hard outs brought 
criticism. 

was during this dark period that one 
lifelong Red Sox fan this 
acquaintance formulated what called 
“the quintessential Yastrzemski at-bat.

The Red Sox 1968 through 
1974 much worse than 
their Impossible Dream counter- 
parts (which figured, since many 
them were the same players). 
They never won fewer than 
games. But they never won more 
than 89, either. And was their 
misfortune the league 
with two the truly great teams 
modern times: the Orioles 
Frank and Brooks Robinson, Jim 
Palmer, al. and the Oakland 
A’s Reggie Jackson, Catfish 
Hunter, Rollie Fingers, al. 
one player could have beaten 
those teams. 

Yastrzemski was the end 
1974. had fairly decent 
year (.301, homers, RBIs), 
but there was hint what was 
come. could still get around 
the fastball pretty well for 
old guy (one remembers vividly 
the time 1974 that deposited 
Nolan Ryan heater into one 
the bleacher runways, scattering 
startled beer carriers). was 
holding down first base now, the 
traditional halfway house for 
graying outfielders. was rea- 
sonable assume stick 
around for two three more 
years. And time, elected 
the Hall Fame. the Veterans 
Committee. 

But 1975 ca- 
reer began yet another renais- 
sance, startling its way 
the sudden burst 1967. Its 
cause was not magical, however. 
The Red Sox were putting good 
players alongside him. had 
lifted the Impossible Dreamers, 
the new bunch lifted him. 

The team Lynn, Rice, Fisk, 
Burleson, Evans, Tiant, and 
Yastrzemski burst the scene 
and won the American League 
East. Yaz had very mediocre 
year, but with Lynn and Rice 
around, few noticed. And the 
playoffs and Series, Yastrzemski, 
whom people were starting 
call “the Captain,” played well 
ever had. With Rice injured, 
returned left field, and 
killed the A’s with throws and 
plays that could compared 
with any the gems ‘67. 
hit .455 the sweep Oakland. 

hit .310 the Series, and 
scored seven runs (to lead all 
players). The full and famous 
story that Series needs 
repeating here; only one moment 
concerns the last one. One 
run down, bottom the ninth, 
two out. The pitcher Will 
McEnaney, the batter 
Yastrzemski. There magic, 
just meek fly center. The Red 
Sox had used all their magic 
the night before. 

But one booed this out. The 
Series had been emotionally 
draining for the fans, such 
wondrous exhibition, that the 
shock losing was strangely 
muted. sure, was sad that 
the Sox couldn’t win cham- 
pionship for Yaz and good old 
Mr. Yawkey but had been 
magnificent effort against far 
more powerful team. Besides, this 
was good young team just 
coming into its own, team 
win its share titles down the 
line. 

This time, least, the Sox 
came close. And amid the frus- 
trations through Carl 
Yastrzemski once again became 
production hitter. those three 
seasons, averaged homers 
and Surrounded good 
hitters, could wait for fastballs 
where wanted them. And 
won back the fans forever. Don 
Zimmer (and, lesser extent, 
Fred Lynn) were the designated 
villains, the sources whatever 
ailed the Red Sox. “Captain Carl” 
was the new nickname. The 


foibles that had been ridiculed 


the early were now seen 
either shrewd examples canny 
baseball theory or, the case 
the baserunning, lovable minor 
quirk. 

And inside baseball the word 
Carl Yastrzemski was chang- 
ing, too. It’s fairly impossible 
call guy dog when getting 
near 40, still playing every day, 
and frequently beating your 
brains in. Yaz just kept and 
on, the players were the first 
recognize that playing nearly 
every day for almost years was 
astounding accomplishment 
itself. 

Yastrzemski was beloved 
patriarch the game, the object 
unbridled affection and well- 
earned respect, when once again 
was thrust against better 
team, the most crucial 
moments, with victory defeat 
his hands alone. And 
October 1978, baseball’s awful 
percentages and Carl 
Yastrzemski had their deciding 
battle. 

The better team was the fierce, 
spoiled Yankees the team 
George millions 
and tantrums, the team ego- 
maniacal Reggie, surly Thurman 
Munson, Ron Guidry, and Graig 
Nettles, the team that symbolized 
baseball’s new order money, 
controversy, and more money. 
Yastrzemski was, and is, sym- 
bol old order, man 
prospered under and de- 
pended the feudal paternalism 
Tom Yawkey (and that 
slight: truly loved Yawkey,

All those quoted here are 
integrationists. Some might call 
them liberal. These were not the 
people who fought court-ordered 
busing.

Even then, kids from the 
families were deserting the public 
schools. And just the schools 
today are for the poorest the 
city (half the kids are from 
projects; percent them are 
from welfare families), the end 
the last century, the Yankees 
had abandoned the system 
immigrants.

nila page-one story everywhere else 
was hidden inside, the “World” 
page. Unlike the weather, after all, 
Aquino’s death did not affect us. 

Executive editor Ron Martin explained 
that the paper’s lead story each day 
expected some bit information 
that “has personal impact people.” 
(This called mind the words small- 
town-newspaper editor, who once told 
that the biggest news story the day 
should always the one that affects the 
most people. “And,” said, “since the 
lot weather stories for that guy.) The 
weather very big deal USA Today, 
evidenced the garish full-color 
daily weather map and full page 
weather news from all across the coun- 


whole lot like weatherman’s map, 
and this page such big deal that Accu- 
Weather, the private forecasting firm 
under contract USA Today, recently 
went court prevent the newspaper 
from switching another company that 
had submitted lower bid provide the 
same services. According Editor and 
Publisher, trade magazine, Accu- 
Weather said that providing the paper 
with all the weather info needed cost 
the company twice what USA Today had 
agreed pay.

There are others who defend 
much newspaper coverage the 
weather.

New York Post. After couple weeks 
the job, began suggesting that the 
paper expand its weather coverage. Post 
staffers were dismayed. Weather may 
big deal Florida, where 
from somewhere else, they said. But who 
gives damn about weather the Big 
Apple? Well, anyone who does may now 
grab USA Today instead the Post, and 
this Ron Martin, who didn’t last all that 
long the Post, may have found his 
place last. He’s real power USA 
Today, told, and sits down every 
afternoon and reads every word the 
paper before the pages make their 
fantastic voyages, via satellite, our 
street-corner vending machines. 

Additionally, since the paper also 
very big stuff that’s happening right 
now, the near-perfect USA Today lead 
sentence may have been this one, from 
that September issue: “Pittsburgh 
living proof that losing jobs and people 
have mean financial troubles 
for USA cities, according study 
published today.” Talk about your not- 
so-subliminal Good 
news today about the good old USA with 
both “USA” and “today” all together 
one upbeat little sentence. Recently the 
New Republic offered hilarious parody 
holiday story appear “USA 
OKAY, the Nation’s Nicepaper.” “Fourth 
July American, coast coast and 
beyond,” “it began, are 
being what are most and best: 
Americans.” was, course, funnier 
(humor another element seriously 
lacking the nation’s newspaper) but 
that sentence from that good-news 
Pittsburgh story was more the point. 

fairness, USA Today whole isn’t 
nearly sappy all that, and reporters 
who have headed down Rosslyn and 
signed say the staff highly 
professional, noticeably enthusiastic 
about the profession, and willing and 
able work long and hard get fresh, 
original information into the paper every 
day. Staffers read newspapers from 
throughout the nation search story 
ideas, but they are instructed 
original research wherever possible. Any 
story that’s day old and 
updated considered total non-story. 
And when items are taken from other 
publications, those newspapers and 
magazines are always credited name 
which makes USA Today unusual- 
principled paper, least this regard. 

charge the Boston papers for 
the ‘Life’ section,” says general-assign- 
ment reporter Anita Manning, who grew 
Rhode Island and lived and worked 
for while Wilmington, Delaware.

Further stays and further appeals 
are conceivable, but remains 
possible that with the wrong 
breaks, Bob Sullivan could die 
the Florida electric chair before 
the end next summer. 

The processing his appeals 
thus far has spanned decade. 
The murder for which was 
tried took place April 1973. 
After week-long trial, which 
was represented court- 
appointed attorney Denis Dean, 
Sullivan convicted and 
sentenced death November 
12, 1973. Thereafter, citing what 
believed was legally im- 
permissible mention the trial 
testimony lie-detector test, 
and other alleged trial-court er- 
rors, Dean appealed. Per- 
functorily, the Florida Supreme 
Court reviewed the record and 
affirmed the conviction and 
death sentence 1975. Having 
allowed him one Florida top- 
court review, the state refused 
finance any more appeals for the 
indigent Sullivan, and attorney 
Dean dropped out the case. 
year later, represented vol- 
unteer affiliated with the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund, Sullivan 
took his case the Supreme 
Court; the high court declined, 
without comment, review the 
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death row, three classic bites 
the apple, and still the shadow 
death. 

Next, Sullivan tried slight 
variation 
scenario. With volunteer legal 
support that was quarterbacked, 
least part, Florida at- 
torney and death-penalty oppo- 
nent Tobias Simon, filed 
motion the Florida trial court 
for reduction his sentence 
under the state’s Rules Crimi- 
nal Procedure. Largely, was 
academic exercise the kind 
that the public often perceives 
associated with death- 
sentence appeals. The brief 
support the motion noted 
intervening decisions the 
Florida Supreme Court death 
cases, attacked the language 
the statute regarding the so- 
called 
stances Sullivan’s crime, and 
sought clarification the 
statutory phrase “heinous, atro- 
cious, and cruel,” 
trinity adjectives which trial 
Judge Cowart found fit the 
facts crime. Finally, 
the brief included statements 
about 
Sullivan’s troubled childhood 
and his capacity for rehabilitation 
so-called state- 
ments which had not been in- 
during the penalty 
phase his trial. The trial court 
denied this motion January 24, 

Thereafter, 
cessfully sought commutation 
his sentence life imprison- 
ment. Between 1977 and 1979, the 
office was inundated 
with letters support clemen- 
cy, campaign coordinated 
legal-defense fund that had 
taken hold Sullivan’s home- 
town Belmont with the help 
old friends. Notwithstanding the 
barrage mail, the Hangin’ Guv 
and his cabinet which under 
Florida law sits the executive 
grant mercy. 

March 1979, Sullivan was 
represented 
torney Roy Black, former public 
defender and sharp legal tacti- 
cian who had been steered the 
case his old friend and mentor, 
Tobias Simon.

Sullivan’s behalf, Black filed for 
“post-conviction the 
Florida trial court. April 26, 
1979, the trial court denied relief 
all the issues raised except the 
claim ineffective assistance 
counsel claim based court 
decisions acknowledging that 
inept lawyer equals lawyer 
all. his filing, Black alleged that 
attorney Dean, trial 
lawyer, had been ineffective 
advocate for mercy the penalty 
phase trial. The 
court did agree hear testimony 
this claim, May 1979. 
After brief evidentiary hearing, 
the court concluded that Dean 
had been adequate counsel 
and denied defense motions for 
further relief. 

Sullivan appealed this decision 
the Florida Supreme Court. 
While the appeal was pending, 
Governor signed 
Sullivan’s death warrant, June 
21, 1979. The prisoner was moved 
from death row deathwatch, 
his jailers readied the machinery 
that would kill him. His execu- 
tion was scheduled for Wednes- 
day, June 27. Suddenly the clock 
was running emergency time: 
Roy Black had less than week 
save his life. Meeting 
rare night session June 22, the 
Florida Supreme Court heard oral 
arguments for all-important 
stay execution, and for re- 
consideration the trial 
ruling 
sistance claim. Late that night, 
the court denied ap- 
peal the merits, and also 
denied him stay. had 
roughly 100 hours live.

The man_ under 
sentence death may come 
see himself the victim 
elaborate conspiracy. may 
sure may believe his very 
core that was railroaded. 
thus transforms himself from 
criminal into martyr, rising above 
the extreme deprivations his 
surroundings. Bluestone and 
McGahee noted, “It comfort- 
ing delusion. While does not 
deny that death just around the 
corner, tries lend dignity 
and meaning.”

Continued from page 
nation for condemned man 
takes the form obsession 
with the process filing legal 
appeals and pleas for clemency. 

subsequent study long- 
term, death-row residents the 
Florida State Prison Starke 
home Sullivan and 205 others 
similarly situated revealed that 
there usually little the way 
remorse contrition death 
row. most convicted killers 
claim be. innocent, 
pression remorse would ap- 
pear inconsistent and whol- 
inappropriate. Likewise, ex- 
pressions contrition during the 
process appeal could obvious- 
compromise inmate’s legal 
standing. 

American University as- 
sociate professor criminal 
justice Robert Johnson learned 
his 1978 study inmates 
death row, the severe 
deprivation and omnipresent 
regulations, combined with the 
sense abandonment the 
part those deeply locked 
into environment where hu- 
man needs 
produces reactions fear, 
powerlessness, and emotional 
emptiness. Vulnerability and 
paranoia are palpable, and “un- 
certainty may make the dilemma 
the death-row inmate more 
complicated than simply the 
render despair; can afford 
neither alternative, but must 
nurture both desire live and 
acceptance imminent 
death.” The suffering similar 
that terminally ill patient. 
Not surprisingly, better than 
percent death-row inmates 


consider taking their own 
and responses questionnaire 
circulated among Florida’s con- 
demned men 1977 indicated 
that some percent had made 
serious attempt suicide. Per-

This kind involvement diffused much the 
student unrest that shook other colleges during the ‘60s 
and early also left Brown with one the most 
radical, forward-looking curricula the Ivy League. The 
university, for example, still has policy required 
courses outside area concentration. The 
typical “survey” course has been replaced freshman 
“modes thought” series and other interdisciplinary 
seminars. The grading system also untraditional: 
students can take any all courses pass/fail basis. 
addition, Brown, like many Ivy League schools, has 
relatively light course load; most students take just four 
And they can fail many four during 
their undergraduate years and still graduate 
schedule. actually the wrong word, since 
failing grade ever appears Brown 
transcript. student flunks course, simply 
receives credit for it.) 

The aim all this, Dean Sheridan tells the Sayles 
Hall crowd (which this time has grown about 
hundred), “to provide the richest kind access and 
let the students design their own education.” 

“It doesn’t really matter what you take,” she says later 
the evening. “Unless you want engineer. 
like seeing all these bridges falling down.” 

Although cynics might claim this all sounds like 
prescription for Ivy League Club Med, the New 
Curriculum works surprisingly well. Students and 
faculty are happy with it, and the school’s reputation for 
academic achievement remains undiminished. One 
the reasons the curriculum can succeed that 
popularity allows select motivated, capable 
student body. The university small for Ivy League 
institution 5400 undergraduates and 1400 graduates. 
addition, has policy for teaching ability 
over scholarship. And because very sensitive the 
charge that its curriculum simply laissez faire, takes 
pains reassure students that advisers every stripe 
are all over the campus. 

The New Curriculum frequently cited the reason 
why campus morale all-time high Brown. 
Every spring the university commissions student 
survey, and the most recent one available (completed 
the Class 1982) indicates that students Brown are 
pleased with the way things are going. When asked, for 
example, they would choose Brown again, 93.7 percent 
said yes; questions about the school’s curriculum, “no 
required courses” was listed repeatedly its most 
attractive feature; and when asked “Brown students 
are capable planning their own academic 
74.6 percent responded the affirmative. 

There are also strong indications that despite their 
freedom choose, the majority Brown students are 
motivated enough resist taking the low road. the 
four major academic areas Brown humanities, 
social studies, sciences and/or mathematics, and extra- 
departmental courses more than percent the 
students indicated, the senior survey, that they took 
two courses least three the areas. And, 
response the question, “If you felt academic pressure 
Brown, where did come 67.8 percent replied 
that was “self-imposed.” 

William Crossgrove, professor German, strong 
believer the New Curriculum; though he’s not sure 
will work everywhere, feels that it’s working 
Brown. “Selectivity has lot with it,” says. 
had colleagues who work state colleges who say that 
our curriculum would never work there, and agree. 
Brown, for example, can reasonably certain, given 
our admissions standards, that our freshmen have 
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already had two years language, and that 
taken their high-school education seriously. 
couldn’t count that, really ignore 
distribution requirements. Brown also puts lot effort 
into advising, and the faculty very supportive. 
probably would mistake for any institution just 
adopt our curricular model without the various support 
systems; work.” 

Professor Crossgrove also the senior fellow the 
Francis Wayland Collegium for Liberal Learning, 
university-sponsored group that encourages students 
and faculty the development interdepartmental 
courses. doesn’t feel that such experimentation 
would feasible under more traditional approach. 
“This kind program possible Brown because the 
students and faculty are not always stumbling over 
distribution requirements,” says. don’t have 
pigeonhole everything either, say, social sciences 
humanities. have lot more freedom.”

Harvard, for example, has made very public attempt 
repudiate the value this salad-bar approach. has 
scrapped its program minimal “General Education” 
requirements and has instituted more structured 
“core” curriculum, designed 
shared base general and liberal education for all our 
students,” according its principal architect, Henry 
Rosovsky, dean the Harvard Faculty Arts and 
Sciences. 

One Harvard committee, charged with assessing the 
former General-Education curricular policy, 
charged that “more students are bewildered than 
stimulated this cornucopia.” Later categorized the 
situation “an embarrassment riches” and 
“agony choice.” 

Yet, for Harvard, finding the “core essential 
learning” has proved difficult. core 
curriculum, for instance, has been diluted 
academic politics that now much-maligned 
shadow its original grandiose purpose. 

This should not surprising. Woodrow Wilson 
said while president Princeton, “Reforming college 
curriculum difficult moving graveyard.” 
Academic departments and disciplines are 
entrenched that almost impossible reorient 
curriculum. result, sweeping changes 
seldom take place, except the heels major crisis. 
The University Chicago’s general-education program, 
which requires students take courses broad range 
fields, was instituted right after the Great Depression; 
Saint John’s Annapolis began their Great Books 
approach, another attempt “back basics” 
curriculum, only after the school had lost its 
accreditation and seemed headed for bankruptcy; and 
Antioch’s ambitious work-study concept was devised 
after the trustees offered the bankrupt institution 
gift the YMCA, which turned down. 

During the mid-’60s, Brown was underfunded, 
unrecognized, and weary laboring under the 
psychological shadow Harvard. was willing make 
bold changes. Harvard had its back the wall 
since sometime the mid-1700s. Its curriculum, which 
survived the tumultuous been decisively 
changed since World War result, 
curriculum today rightly viewed imaginative 
alternative business usual the Ivy League. 

And despite the charge that pandering student 
desires, Brown officials insist that their approach works, 
least better than high-minded core programs and 
distribution requirements. point hog- 
tying the student and forcing him take subject 
will only learn hate,” Dean Sheridan says during 
interview. “On the other hand, student chooses 
course, will naturally more interested from the 
start.” 

Professor Crossgrove believes that system 
works for other reasons. “First all, any return 
‘basic’ approach Brown would disaster, because 
really lose distinctive about the school,” 
says. also think that our approach better. With 
‘core’ types curricula, the problem that nine times 
out 10, the proponents are talking about the mastery 
certain well-defined body thought.

visitors year from all over the 
country, but ever since about 
1974, the numbers have declined 
due gas and the economy. 
actually open more hours 
now, but draw fewer people.” 

walked perhaps the 
most controversial area, easily 
overlooked spot that Hinton and 
Goudsward claim has yielded 
evidence how old Mystery Hill 
might be. the late 1960s, 
charcoal which they presume 
came from some ancient campfire 
was unearthed from depth 
four feet and was radiocarbon 
dated about 2000 BC.

When 
faced with this much freedom 
choice, tempting skip the 
tiresome research and just buy 
the most popular programs, for 
instance, WordStar and VisiCalc. 
There certain safety this 
approach; after all, program 
has survived the market for 
long time, can’t too bad. 
Unfortunately, this short-cut may 
created three four years ago, 
when computers were for hob- 
byists and “user friendly” was 
brand-new WordStar, for 
example, unnecessarily com- 
plicated, notoriously difficult 
learn, and badly overpriced. 
probably better off with 
PeachText and MultiPlan. But 
how would you know? 

Rule number six. Join users’ 
group, collection people who 
use the same computer you do. 
addition picking practical, 


hands-on tips, you can solicit 
opinions about programs from 
people who have used them, 
learn about the magazines and 
newsletters that focus your 
computer (some users’ groups 
maintain extensive back-issue 
files), and see demonstrations 
new programs and accessories. 
Even better, you may gain access 
public-domain programs just 
for the cost copying them. 
Some the utility programs 
obtainable this way are actually 
better than their high-priced 
commercial counterparts. 

Rule number seven. Look for 
“integrated” software collections. 
buying several programs 
processor and spreadsheet, for 
buy them from single software 
company. This especially true 
the programmers have made the 
command structure all the 
programs similar possible. 
you have switch back and 
forth between two programs that 
require you use different key- 
strokes for virtually the same 
operation, likely make 
lot more errors than consistent 
commands are used. 

Rule number eight. Buy the 
computer and the software 
package. (This rule obviously 
isn’t much help you already 
own machine.) still 
shopping for hardware, you can 
save yourself lot money 
picking computer whose 
purchase price includes bundle 
programs. These “bundled” 
hardware/software deals are the 
best bargain the computer 
business. 

There’s actually nothing mirac- 
ulous about them: the advertising 
claim that you are getting $1600 
worth software part your 
$1800 computer purchase lot 
hooey. The true cost the 
typical $300 program about 
(the actual cost duplicating the 
floppy disk that the program 
comes on), plus the printing cost 
the instruction manual. Even 
figuring generous royalties for 
the program’s development cost 
and the software company’s 
overhead (including the develop- 
ment new products), fancy 
program comes more than 
$50. problem for 
software companies sell their 
wares large quantities 
computer manufacturer for in- 
clusion with each machine. The 
only mystery why people who 
buy the same programs sepa- 
rately are willing over- 
charged $300 for each. 

has become clear, retro- 
spect, that the enormous success 
the Osborne and Kaypro 
“portable” desktop computers 
had virtually nothing with

buyers leave them one place 
most the time. The Osborne 
launched the software-bundling 
concept; the collection “free” 
programs made the computer 
seem far more attractive than 
really was.

Also, Brown has 
concentrations, like semiotics, 
which really proven their 
credibility. think that courses 
and concentrations should 
refereed the way they are 
academic journals.

altered all. Even the painting sculpture you see avant- 
garde, the exhibition format suré retrograde. Now, the 
instigation its new director, David Ross, 
comprehensive change its exhibition policy. And doing the 
institute hoping carve out cross-section contemporary art. 

Through most checkered history Boston’s maverick art 
institution, the ICA has presented the usual long-running show that 
focuses particular style artist.

All this talk Midwestern solidity bit 
misleading, though, because belies Zapp’s 
enormous good humor and patented, straight- 
faced kookiness.

Troutman might shaping their own stable 
talent like their mentor George Clinton, 
though less epic scale. The tenor 
Something New borrows Zapp’s wide-screen 
minimalism; the band’s there for the ride, along 
with Maceo Parker and Bernie Worrell. And 
though Roger Troutman’s even-handed mix some- 
times underplays the vocalists’ strengths, the 
singers exude more power than Zapp’s after all, 
Zapp’s pervasive filters are much sheath 
aural hook. The single, the common-sense-as- 
nonsense “Your Thing Your Thing,” 
celebrates the hard-working determinism your 
average (Midwestern?) citizen nicely nasty 
keep-on-pushing song that pushes with the 
muscle shouts and sprung-loose guitar.

But 
given the unflashy iconoclasts that have emerged 
from Dayton’s R&B scene from Zapp Steve 
Arrington the conjecture deserves more than 
big-city snicker.

white face drooping and deep 
black eyes bored into his skull; 
but there’s dark secret buried 
his past doesn’t let on. His 
puppeteer takes his hand consol- 
ingly, like God 
reaching out Adam, but it’s 
use. Pierrot brutally severs his 
own strings one one and then 
collapses heap cloth the 
stage floor, produces des- 
olate sadness the auditorium. 
Even puppets, the Genty 
scheme things, seem born 
with original sin. 

But the “Ostrich that’s 
the rousing, crowd-pleasing 
finale Round Cube dispels 
this gloom riot flailing 
orange feather balls and boas. 
These hilarious antics will proba- 
bly inspire you forgive the 
spectral doodlings that draw out 
the long first act, whose pieces 
“Dreaming,” 
nightmare rebellious ghosts; 
“The Clown,” 
participation event which

The effect 
kaleidoscopic: the focus shifts 
from one neighbor family 
member the next, different 
fragments street farm life 
tumble into place. “So that’s the 
story,” you find your head wag- 
ging like that any nosy neigh- 
bor prying child. 

Joan Chase complicates her 
perspective further telling all 
her stories from composite 
point view. Her narrative 
represents the farm’s youngest 
generation, Lil’s 
daughters, who are more 
less permanent residence. The 
two pairs sisters Celia and 
Jenny, Anne and Katie are 
almost the same ages; they sleep 
the same attic room and share 
the same hay-loft jumping pleas- 
ures and barnyard realities 
country childhood. But all that 
doesn’t stop them from suddenly 
rounding one another 
their quartet (castigating reckless 
Anne for her fierce temper 
practical Jenny for her goody- 
goody streak) and, the process, 
shattering the notion idyllic 
sisterhood that 
implies. 

During the Reign the Queen 
Persia divided into five 
sections. “Celia” introduces the 
reader the family and the four 
narrators ‘50s adolescence 
convertibles and kisses gigglingly 
observed younger sisters. 
“Grandad” presents the farm 
itself and the gruff presence, 
almost more beast than man, 
who rules over barn and pasture. 
“Grace and Neil,” the story 
Anne and Katie’s parents, 
haunted illness and 
the resentful attraction the house 
full women still has for her 
charming, bitter husband. “Aunt 
Elinor” depicts the family’s self- 
sufficient world, Lil, now tired 
the demands matriarchy, 
sells the farm. 
overlap, moving backward and 
forward time, evoking memo- 
ries and questioning family 
gospel. the end, the history 
that’s woven intricate and 
subtle the designs 
prized Persian carpets, with 
one figure standing clear. 

During the Reign the 
Queen Persia lush and 
convoluted, Union Street stark, 
its chapters laid out like morali- 
play the seven ages 
women, beginning with Kelly 
defiant, self-contained 
girlhood and ending with Alice 
fragile, hobbled old age 
and handclasp between the 
two. And the American’s style 
elegiac, the Briton’s matter- 
of-fact. The color blood clot, 
the texture bedspread, the 
brutality, all are recorded with 
even hand. “She never lost her 
self-respect. The only times she 
was frightened him were when 
she was pregnant after 
had the Big Operation. was 
bugger her then....” Joan 
Chase loves landscapes and long 
grass, and her sentences roll like 
the Ohio hills; Pat Barker writes 
like photographer snapping off 
shots. she combs Union 
Street’s gray gutters, her atten- 
tion caught sharp sensa- 
tion shiny nugget speech. 
“If owt like the rest him 
find it.” The difference partly 
one class. Union Street may 
home its inhabitants and re- 
membered with rueful affection, 
but the daily niggle hard- 
scrabble existence the bottles 
milk threatening sour the 
joys aligning the layers 
factory-baked cakes creak- 
ing assembly line isn’t the kind

Issues 
survival cut closer the bone 
Union Street, and its characters 
have less time than Chase’s 
analyze their motives lose 
themselves thorny family 
knots. the past this circum- 
stance might have disqualified 
them from the realm literature 
entirely, but Pat hands 
the result novel stripped 
down dramatic and powerful 
essentials. 

Union Street and During the 
Reign the Queen Persia are 
feminist novels the best, non- 
doctrinaire sense. Their 
the world according women, 
regardless how that experience 
squares with either fashionable 
traditional notions truth and 
novel writing.

Union 
Street, pregnancy the ultimate 
betrayer. condition almost 
entirely removed from the act 
that precedes and the child that 
follows: the waiting fall, 
symbol all that’s mutable and 
capricious and binding about 
women’s lives. For teenage Jo- 
anne, pregnancy looks like 
ticket out ordinarily hos- 
tile marriage with boy from 
slightly more respectable street. 
Homesick, she wishes were 
ticket she had the guts refuse. 
For Lisa Goddard, the stretched 
skin her belly the outward 
and visible sign how thin 
everything else been 
stretched her temper with two 
toddlers, her family’s income, 


energy, patience, hope. For Iris 


King, the specter her youngest 
threatens all her precarious re- 
spectability, sends her back, 
fact, the dirty instruments and 
hastily buried corpses the 
docks where she grew and 
which she swore left be- 
hind. 

Barker and Chase are both 
scrupulous observers: their 
women characters are not para- 
gons; their men are not monsters 
(Barker even introduces kindly, 
gentle obstetrician). And yet their 
positions observers impose 
distance between them and their 
material, that they often seem 
standing like the men 
their books, 
against lighted window, eyes 
peering in. Seen from this per- 
spective compassionate, in- 
timate, yet removed life 
Chase’s and kitchens 
strange and fascinating 
that another country. Familiar 
actions take new meanings: 
the motions woman makes 
sewing ruffle become in- 
dicative character; labor and 
childbirth become heroic and 
solitary quest. The very elasticity 
woman’s body becomes 
lesson, she cares learn it, that 
the spirit too can stretch 
accommodate hard facts.

oston has one the 
healthiest local music 

scenes the East Coast, 
sustained hundreds work- 
ing bands, network diverse 
clubs, and music-hungry pub- 
lic. And when the students come 
back town September, 
things really rev up. This fall, 
chances are good that you'll 
again able find interesting 
bookings every night the week 
(come on, who studies, 
with the emphasis 
known national acts, for whom 
autumn important record- 
release and touring time. 

There are, however, some typi- 
cally Bostonian (that is, typically 
Puritanical) restraints the rev- 
elry. Closing time a.m., and 
some clubs close a.m. 1:30, 
particularly Sunday nights. 
New Yorker used straggling 
home dawn, but the other 
hand, it’s nice watch band 
when you can still see straight. 
Expect headlining bands (particu- 
larly the big-name acts) begin 
their sets around midnight. Also, 
you must keep mind that (for 
good reason that can think 
of) the MBTA stops running 
around 12:45 a.m. Finally, the 
legal drinking age Massachu- 
setts 20. under age, 
don’t expect charm (or bribe 
whine) your way into club 
because Boston’s bouncers are 
tough.

you'll amazed how rock 
videos have mushroomed the 
club scene over the summer;

weekends, though most name 
acts usually command anywhere 
from $10, depending the 
club.

Rock and dance 

Bunratty’s, 186 Harvard Avenue, 
Allston, 254-9804.

The club has good 
high stage, video games, and 
casual atmosphere. 

The Channel, Necco Street,

There are weekly 
all-ages hardcore shows, frequent 
reggae bookings, and abun- 
dance “dance parties” where 
you can see three four good 
local bands couple bucks. 
The Channel has had surprising 
luck landing elusive British 
acts like Public Image Ltd., UB40, 
Echo and the Bunnymen, and the 
English Beat. The sound de- 
cent, the stage high, the game 
crowds include lot real 
people who work for living. But 
when gets packed, prepared 
climb atop chairs, tables, 
other people order see.

Station, Boston, 523-9298. 
Located above the elegant Pen- 
alty Box Lounge, across the street 
from the sumptuous Boston Gar- 
den, small, casual club 
that reflects its surroundings;

The Club, 823 Main Street, Cam- 
bridge, 491-7313. The Club has 
recently expanded its booking 
include rock and hardcore (and 
frequent all-ages shows).

Club Soda, 1239 Commonwealth

Great Scott, 1222 Com- 
monwealth Avenue, Allston, 
566-9014. quiet neighborhood 
bar frequented well-dressed 
student-and-professional crowd. 
The club books lighter local rock, 
folk, and blues bands. 
Inn-Square Men’s Bar, 1350 
Cambridge Street, Inman Square, 
Cambridgé, 491-9672. You 
absolutely must visit this small, 
unpretentious neighborhood 
club. Choose imported beer 
from the dizzying variety avail- 
able, chat with amiable owner 
Marshall Simpkins, 
waiting customers, put 
quarter the jukebox, and watch 
local band one the new 
acts that Simpkins always seems 
book when the

R&B groups like 
Hypertension, Downtime, and 
the 11th Hour Band play here 
often. 

Jonathan Swifts, JFK Street 
(Boylston Street), Harvard 
Square, Cambridge, 661-9887. 
Cambridge institution, 
relaxed basement club with 
small stage, small dance floor, 
lots tables, and well-stocked 
bar. This great place catch 
local bands, but continues 
enhance its reputation through 
its eclectic bookings over- 
looked 
national acts rock, folk, jazz, 
blues, whatever. 
scored successes with its 
Sunday-night reggae dance con- 
certs and with its bringing zydeco 
and Cajun music town. 
1133 Broadway, Somer- 
ville, 623-8177. neighborhood 
bar, with the Tufts 
crowd, that features lots 
cheap-cover, three-band extrava- 
ganzas. The emphasis rock. 
Jumpin’ Jack Flash, Queens- 
berry the Fenway, Boston, 
536-2509. This large, com- 
fortable, well-kept club with 
good sight lines, Local rock bands 
(with slight emphasis new 
wave) play here all week, and 
there are frequent new-talent 
nights. Dress neatly. 


FLINT BORN 


The Metro, Lansdowne Street, 
Boston, 262-2424. Most nights, 
this the city’s biggest glossiest, 
most popular dance club. The 
music mixes are 
notch, and mastered the 
skill dancing and watching 
the same time, you'll love the 
giant screen (and the half-dozen 
video monitors) which rock 
videos are projected. Lasers, 
smooching corners, tuxedoed 
doormen the Metro has all. 
Concerts here are often harrow- 
pay about $10 (or 
more) see the hottest acts 
dance-concert setting, but 
warned these shows often turn 
into uncomfortable steambaths.

ears watching the Bos- 
ton art scene have taught 

that people are inter- 
ested: art for all kinds 
reason:. Some want own it, 
some want expose themselves 
for the good their souls, 
some want make name for 
themselves producing it, still 
others simply want insiders 
something. There are yet 
others, many them artists, who 
pay attention art because 
helps bring into focus ideas and 
feelings ordinarily off the map 
everyday experience.
